Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel of 
the Antisaloon League of America, died 
ai Battle Creek Sanitarium here late 
this afternoon. He was taken to the 
sanitarium three days ago from his 
summer home at Little Pointe Sabele, 
Mich. 

Mr. Wheeler was taken ill last Thurs- 
day with a kidney ailment, for which 
he had been undergoing treatment for 
several years. He was removed from 
his home to a hospital, and, after an 
examination, rushed to the sanitarium, 
where it was at first decided to per- 
form an operation. 

Mr. Wheeler apparently responded 
rapidly to treatment, however, and 
showed so much improvement yester- 
day that it was decided not to operate 
A bulletin issued late last night by his 
physician, Dr. Lloyd E. Verity, said the

Seeing his daugh- 
ter rush into a room, her clothing in 


a heart attack which proved fatal. 

Mr. Wheeler had just returned. from 
Cleveland. where the funerals of his 
wife and father-in-law were held, when 
was taken ill. His condition was 
thought serious until his removal 
to the hospital. Even then physicians 
did not consider his condition grave. 

Funeral arrangements have not yet 
been completed, but it is thought 
burial will be in Columbus beside that 
of his wife.

Laws Will Drive Workers to 
“Underground Methods,” 
He Says. 


STAMP OUT MILITARISM, 
IS CRY OF BRITISHERS 


English Government and Navy 
Executives Called “War 
Mongers.” 


Edinburgh, Scotland, Sept. 5 (A.P.).— 
A warning that trade-union legislation 
will drive workers to “underground 
and dubious methods to do what they 
formerly did in the light of day” was 
sounded today at the opening of the 
annual trade-union congress. 

President George Hicks, leader of the 
Building Trade Workers, sounded the 
warning in bis opening speech. He 
also held out the olive branch to em- 
ployers, stressing the importance of 
creating a machinery for bringing them 
together with workers peaceably to 
negotiate settlement of trade disputes. 

“Practically nothing has been done 
to establish an effective machinery for 
industry as a whole,”’ he said. “There 
are many problems for which joint dis- 
cussion\would prove valuable at the 
present Mime. A much fuller use can 
be made of machinery for joint con- 
sultation and negotiation between em- 
ployers and employed. 


Useful Results Seen. 


“Such a direct exchange of practical 
views would be of far greater signifi- 
cance than the suggestion which has 
been made for a spectacular national 
congress to discuss a vague aspiration 
toward ‘industrial peace.” A discussion 
along these lines would bring both 
sides face to face with the hard realities 
of the present economic situation and 
might yield useful results in showing 
upon what terms cooperation is pos- 
sible.”’ 

Mr. Hicks also warned of the danger 
of another war through the militarism 
of men in power and alluded to the 
question of the relations with Soviet 
Russia, which is expected to come up 
for discussion. 

He maintained an uncompromising 
attitude toward the trades-union act, 


‘recent parliamentary measure which 


among other things makes general 
strikes illegal and strengthens the law 
regarding the prevention of intimida- 
tion in connection with strikes. Trade- 
unionism, he said, will have to find 
new methods if it is to survive. 

The assemblage for the congress was 
the smallest in many years. This lack 
of attendance was said to be due to the 
decrease in trade-union membership 
since the failure of the general strike 
and the miner’s strike. 


“New Militarism” Assailed, 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


London, Sept. 5—British labor must 
unite to stamp out the “new and dead- 
lier militarism of the present day,” 
George Hicks declared today in sound- 
ing a keynote of international pacifism 
in his presidential address before the 
trades-union congress and the annual 
gathering of all the English unions at 
Edinburgh. 

“In every country there is a number 
of governing men, statesmen, soldiers, 
naval men and diplomats, who seem 
to possess abnormal homicidal tenden- 
cies and who play with horrible instru- 
ments of death and destruction like 
children playing with razors,” he said. 
“It is time we stripped these war 
mongers of their power and authority. 
The workers have the power to prevent 
war and must frame a policy by which 
international action can be taken to 
prevent it.” 

The movement for ‘“nonpolitical’” 
unionism which is gaining ground in 
the coal fields came in for a lashing at 
the hands of J. Cook. Aresolution urged 
the government to take into account 
the “misery and horror of unemploy- 
ment” and another condemned the 
action of the labor representatives in 
signing the Bladensburgh report.

Mrs. Gatlin Again. Denies Kill- 
ing Father, Found Buried 
in Cellar. 


POLICE SEEK MORE DATA 


Reidsville, N. C., Sept. 5 (A.P.).—So- 
licitor Allen Gwyn said today that Mrs. 
Alma Petty Gatlin, charged with patri- 
cide, would be given a preliminary hear- 
ing tomorrrow. This afternoon investiga- 
tors were endeavoring to clear up certain 
phases of the alleged slaying of her 
father, which as yet are unexplained. 

The body of Mrs. Gatlin’s father, J. 
Smith Petty, former cotton mill over- 
seer, was found Saturday buried in a 
cellar under a house once occupied by 
the Petty family. 

Sheriff J. F. Smith today intimated 
that until it was definitely determined 
whether or not more than one person 
was involved in the killing and burial 
of Petty, probably a year ago, the in- 
quiry would be continued. 

Mrs. Gatlin, bride of two months, to- 
day sat in the county jail and contin- 
ued stoutly to deny any knowledge of 
the crime with which she is charged, 
and to which the Rev. Thomas Pardue 
testified at the coroner’s inquest that 
she had confessed to him at a revival 
meeting in his church some months 
ago. 

Petty’s body was buried in a local 
cemetery yesterday. The services were 
attended by a large crowd. All members 
of the family except Mrs. Gatlin were 
present. 

Petty’s body was found buried 3 feet 
under a pile of coal after deputy sher- 
iffs had excavated for a day and a half. 
The body was easily recognizable and 
examination disclosed that death had 
been caused by heavy blows on the 
head that had crushed the skull. The 
Rey. Mr. Pardue, in his testimony tell- 
ing of the alleged confession of the 
young bride, said she told him she killed 
her father with an ax. 

Today the minister declared “a lot of 
things have yet to come out.”

BED AND FLOGGED, 
TEXAS COURT TOLD 


Man Holding the Rope Was 
Wealthy Planter, Woman 
Charges. 


WARNED TO DO MORE 
WORK, SHE DECLARES 


Witness Asserts Band Carried 
Guns and Knocked Son 
Unconscious. 


Tyler, Tex., Sept. 5 (A.P.).—The story 
of how she was dragged from bed by 
four masked men and flogged with a 
knotted rope after her husband had 
been knocked unconscious was related 
on the witness stand here today by Mrs. 
Willie Straps, 23, in the trial of Cain 
Anderson, wealthy planter, on a charge 
of violating the State antimask law. 

Mrs. Straps identified Anderson as 
one of the assailants and named D. Os- 
borne, a tenant on Anderson’s farm, as 
another member of the whipping party. 
Osborne is awaiting trial. 

The State called Mrs. Straps as a re- 
buttal witness. Previous testimony had 
dealt with the flogging of J. H. Rich- 
ardson and his wife, parents of Mrs. 
Straps. They were beaten by the four 
masked men June 8, the night Mrs. 
Straps and her husband were attacked. 


Didn’t Do Enough Work. 


Both families were tenants on An- 
derson’s place, and it was testified the 
floggers declared the punishment was 
administered because the Richardsons 
and Straps had not worked hard 
enough. 

Anderson took the witness stand this 
morning and denied that he was one 
of the floggers. He declared he was 
home in bed and knew nothing about 
the affair until the next morning when 
he sent some medicine to the victims. 

“Willle and I were fixing to go to 
bed,” Mrs. Straps testified. “We had 
turned out the light. Suddenly four 
men ran into the house. one behind 
the other, carrying guns. They ordered 
us to hold our hands up, which we 
did. One knocked Willie down with a 
six-shooter, when Willie tried to get 
his gun. Willie got up when two of 
the men took hold of me, but they 
knocked him down again, this time 
unconscious,” Mrs. Etraps testified. 


Threw Her Across Trunk. 


“They threw me across a trunk. One 
of the men holding me was D. Osborne, 
a tenant on Anderson’s farm, and the 
man with the rope was Cain Ander- 
son. They held me, whipped me with 
the rope, which was knotted, and then 
let me up. D. Osborne said, ‘We don’t 
want no more laying around 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon. You must get into 
the field, at sunup, work until 12, go 
back at 1 and work till sundown.’” 

Mrs. Straps said she saw. Anderson’s 
face under a red handkerchief when 
he bent over her. 

“One. man said he would blow my 
brains out if I crossed the creek near- 
by, or went over to the Craig place, 
across, a wire fence, where the Rich- 
ardsons were staying,” she said.

“GAS” SUBSTITUTE 
CHEMISTS’ PROBLEM 


Future Shortage Certain, Re- 
port to Convention at 
Detroit Holds. 


Detroit, Sept. 5 (A.P.).—Production 
of a substitute for gasoline is the most 
vital subject facing chemistry, accord- 
ing to a report of J. B. Hill, of Phila- 
delphia, prepared for presentation to 
the national automotive symposium of 
the American Chemical Society, which 
convened here today. “While there is 
no immediate prospect of shortage of 
it is nevertheless certain,” 
the report said, “that the petroleum re- 
sources of the world are not inexhaustl- 
ble and that the time will come wher 
we must have another source of motor 
fuel to supplement or replace gasoline. 

“This problem so far has not been 
of such vital interest to chemists in 
this country as it has been abroad and 
particularly Germany, . where several 
processes for a synthetic motor fuel 
have already been devised,” the report 
continued. “The most important of 
these at present are the processes of 
Bergius and Fischer, both using coal 
as raw material. 

“While we in America do not need 
to worry at present about gasoline sub- 
stitutes, we should look with a great 


deal of interest to those developme’fgts 


in Germany, since they constitute the 
groundwork of major problems of the 
motor fuel chemist for the future.” 


BIG CUT IN BUDGET 
ORDERED BY CALLES 


Reduction of 50,000,000 Pe- 
sos to Be Made by 


Departments. 

Mexico City, Sept. 5 (A.P.).—As a 
further development in his economy 
program, President Calles has in- 
structed the government departments

Flier Assures Legionnaires of 
Welcome to Paris; Re- 
calls Own Greeting. 


VETERANS ; HONOR ALLIES 
WHO BATTLED FOR U. S. 


Memorial Is Accepted by the’ 
French Attache; Warships 
Fire Salute. 


Yorktown, Va., Sept. 5 (A.P.).—"We 
will not permit the loud noise from a 
few pernicious, degenerate Reds in 
France, most of whom are not even 
Frenchmen, to drown out the quiet, 
sincere voice of real France,” said Com- 
mander Richard Evelyn Byrd -here today 
in his first public appearance on Vir- 
ginia soil since his famous transatlantia 
flight. He assured members of the Vir- 


ginia department of the American Le- 
gion here that the feeling of France 
toward the United States is one of in- 
tense cordial feeling and assured legion 
members who will embark for the Paris 
convention on Thursday that newspaper 
dispatches telling of a menacing atti- 
tude were groundless. 

“You will be welcomed as you were 
the last time—with open arms,”’. the 
flier said. “The French people do not 
forget as readily as some would have 
them. I know; I have just witnessed 
their hospitality and under the most 
trying of circumstances.” 

Commander Byrd, brother of Harry 
F. Byrd, Virginia’s governor, made the 
dedicatory address here today when the 
Virginia depatment of the Ameican 
Legion unveiled a memorial to the 
French soldiers and sailors who died at 
Yorktown. 


Out in 1781. 


Storming the heights above the York 
River here in the early fall of 1781 the 
French troops drove the British out of 
their entrenchments and brought about 
the termination of the war when Lord 
Cornwallis surrendered in October of 
the same year. The stone stands near 
the site of Redoubt Nine of the British 
defense. 

Commander Byrd arrived with his 
mother and the governor shortly before 
3:30 p. m., when the ceremonies were 
started. In the river below were an- 
chored more than a half dozen United 
States war vessels, including the Florida 
and the Arkansas, three destroyers and 
a couple of mine sweepers.

Gien Cove, N. Y., Sept. 5 
Marcus Loew, one of this country’s most 
powerful figures in the world of mo- 
tion picture and vaudeville, died at 
his country estate, Pembroke, here this 
morning of a heart attack. He was 57 
years old. He had returned last night 
from Saratoga, where he was visiting 
Nicholas M. Schenck, vice president of 
the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Pictures Cor- 
poration. 

The trip from Saratoga was. made 
aboard his yacht, the Caroline, and 
business associates said yesterday that 
Mr. Loew apparently had been in the 
best of health. At 6:30 a. m. death 
came while he slept. Mrs. Loew and 
their two sons, Arthur and David, were 
at the bedside. 

A self-made man in the true sense, 
Marcus Loew rose from a factory job at 
the age of 10 to heights from which he 
wielded enormous power in the theatri- 
cal world. His interest in motion pic- 
tures came after he had established a 
chain of vaudeville houses. | 

Every theater in the Loew chain 
throughout the country will be closed 
Thursday, the day on which the mag- 
nate will be buried at Glen Cove, of- 
ficials of the Loew Company announced 
today.

Pennies grew, into dollars for Marcus 
Loew until they made a fortune for 
him in the theatrical business. 

Popular priced vaudeville and motion 
pictures yielded him a harvest from one 
of the largest chains of theaters in the 
world. 

Loew opened his first motion picture 
theaters in Cincinnati and New York 
when the industry was young, convert- 
ing his penny arcades, which were 
making him rich, to this purpose. His 
entrance into the vaudeville field like- 
wise was modest, but it helped to swell 
the profits that already were pouring 
in. 

Exploiting the opportunities in cheap 
amusement by opening new theaters 
as fast as profits from the existing ones 
permitted, the former furrier found 
success to compensate for early failures 
in other business endeavors. In New 
York City alone more than 8,000 per- 
sons at one time were entertained each 
night in Loew theaters, and his daily 
receipts ran nto hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. He also was president of 
the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Pictures Cor- 
poration. 

Born in New York May 7, 1870, Loew’s

when he struck for higher pay. Two 
years later he went to work at 12 years 
of age in a factory handling furs and 
making dress trimmings. His task was 
turning the crank of a machine for 
eleven hours a day, for which he was 
paid $4.50 a week. 

Becoming familiar with the fur bus!- 
ness, he launched into it independently 
when he was 18. Following two fail- 
ures, a fur dealer, who had been im- 
pressed with Loew’s payment of his 
debts despite his reverses, knew of a 
penny arcade that was to be started 
and Loew was invited to become a part- 
ner. He knew nothing about amuse- 
ment enterprises, but he took the 
chance that brought fortunte in later 
years. 

Loew invested $40,000 in the amuse- 
ment place, which was opened on 
Union Square in New York. It returned 
the investment within seven months. 
Loew then built two areades of his 
own, and later one in Cincinnati. It was 
while experimenting with a motion pic- 
ture show in his Cin nnati place and 
then one in one of his New York arcades 
that Loew found success, so he began 
putting in store shows all over town. A 
room intended for a store would be 
made into a small movie theater, with 
a capacity of from 100 to 300 spectators. 

It, was about this time that David 
Warfield sent a destitute actor to Loew, 
who hired him to recite “Gunga Din” 
and “Mandalay” in the picture theaters. 
The success of the first experimentc in 
vaudeville and motion pictures together 
encouraged him and he soon had many 
extra attractions in conjunction with 
his rapidly growing ae of movie 
houses. 

His first real cnninne was in Brook- 
lyn, where he acquired tne old Cozy 
Corner, a burlesque house of unsavory 
reputation. He remodeled it and put 
classical plays into it in an effort to 
wipe out the reputation of the place. 
After a financially unsuccessful four 
months of tragedy productions he 
opened the house with pictures and 
vaudeville at 10 cents a seat, and found 
it profitable. 

From that time he gradually added 
to his Nst of large theaters and sold 
off his small store shows.

FLED MURDER CEN 


Slain Sheriff's Widow Asked 
Her to Investigate Shoot- 
ing, Girl Testifies. 


FOUND MEN IN GARAGE, 


Alters Previous Testimony in 
Which He Said He Saw 
Woman Behind Door. 


Greenville, S. C., Sept. 5 (A.P.).— 
Six more witnesses today spun their 
threads of testimony into the fabric of 


to weave for Mrs. Ethel Wills and 
Henry 8S. Townsend, on trial for the 
murder of the former’s husband, 
Sheriff Sam D. Willis. 

Besides these six, five other wit- 
nesses testified to the good reputation 
borne by J. M. Townsend, former po- 
liceman of Greenwood and Ninety Six, 
who on Friday swore that his son, the 
defendant, was at home abed when 
the sheriff was shot down near his 
garage door. Only one session of court 
was held today on account of the ill- 
ness of James H Price, one of the 
attorneys for the codefendants. 

Judge Milledge L. Bonham, with the 
consent of State’s attorneys, adjourned 
court shortly before 1 o’clock until 
tomorrow, directing Sheriff Carlos A. 
Rector to take the jurors to a baseball 
game. 

Miss Viola Keistler, petite brunette 
lodger in the Willis home, appeared in 
the role «* a surprise witness, as she 
had been subpenaed originally by the 
prosecution. Self-possessed and in a 
clear voice the little saleswoman gave 
testimony on the following points: 

Mrs. Willis came to her room and 
gave the alarm within two or three 
minutes of the shooting. The State 
contended that five minutes elapsed 
during which, it has tried to prove, 
Mrs. Willis could have been present at 
the shooting of her husband and then 
gone into the house and undressed be- 
fore giving the alarm. 

The witness did not hear anyone 
enter the Willis home, although she 
was awake at the time of the shooting 
and her room was in the rear of the 
building near the garage. 


Could Have Seen Body, She Says. 

Miss Grace Williams, who testified 
for the State, did not accompany Mrs. 
Willis out of the house and part way 
up the driveway toward the garage, as 
she related on the stand, according to 
Miss Keistler, who said she was the 
one with the defendant. She said she 
did not see Miss Williams in the yard. 

Mrs. Willis went nearer the garage 
than the witness, who said she stopped 
half way up the drive. 

It was a moonlit night and in the 
opinion of the witness Mrs. Willis could 
have seen her husband’s body when she 
cried, ““‘There’s Sam; he’s dead.” 

On cross-examination David Smoak 
drew from Miss Keistler testimony on 
points stressed by the State as fol- 
lows: 

Mrs. Willis did not go to her hus- 
band’s body at the time she went out 
with Miss Keistler, although there was 
no one between her and it to stop her. 

The widow did not seream after the 
shots, nor rush into the room of the 
witness, but knocked on the door “as 
if paying a social call” before entering 
and asking one of the girls to go with 
her to investigate the shooting in the 
back yard. Mrs. Willis and Townsend 
were seen looking into a hat which 
was picked up in the yard, supposedly 
for @ memorandum book containing 
the name of some particular person. 

The State has not made clear its 
contention about the hat, but has in- 
troduced testimony to show § that 
another hat was found inside the 
garage. 

Townsend and Mrs. Willis were sit- 
ting together in a dark automobile one 
night about a month before the shoot- 
ing in front of the Willis home, and 
Mrs. Willis made a remark about “spy- 
ing on us” when the lights of the car 
in which the witness was riding were 
flashed on them, the witness said. She 
had seen Townsend at the Willis home, 
she said, about four times. 

The State’s testimony to the effect 
that no one entered the Willis garage 
after the shooting was contradicted by 
W. M. Satterfield, interior decorator, 
who moved to Greenville from Atlanta 
eight months ago. Satterfield swore 
he saw two women standing inside the 
garage a short time after the tragedy. 


Contradicts His Testimony, 


Mrs. J. T. Roe and her daughter 
Betty had testified for the defense that 
they entered the garage and could have 
made the woman’s footprints by which 
the State has attempted to connect 
Mrs, Willis with the murder. Satter- 
field said further that he saw a number 
of men in the garage. On cross-ex- 
amination he said first he saw a woman 
behind the door of the double garage 
that was closed, but later he contra- 
dicted this, asserting he saw men only 
behind the door. 

J. W. Austin, clerk in the office of a 
local cotton mill, said he arrived on the 
scene of the shooting almost immedi- 
ately after the tragedy and Mrs. Willis 
asked him to take her to the body of 
her husband. He declared that he 
urged her to go into the house and 
wait until the body was brought in. 

Austin also bore out Miss Keitler’s 
testimony that she was the woman 
with Mrs. Willis. The witness said he 
did not see Miss Grace Williams. 

Joe Patterson, foreman in a mill, 
testified to seeing Sheriff Willis, Mrs. 
Willis and Mrs. Henry Townsend drive 
away from the sheriff’s house about 
7:30 o’clock on the Saturday before the 
sheriff was killed. 

Dennis Doester, a druggist, had said 
as a State’s witness that he saw Mrs. 
Willis and Townsend together with no 
third person in the automobile be- 
tween 7 and 7:30 p. m. on that date. 

Patterson also testified that during 
Willis’ first term as sheriff when the 
witness was a deputy the sheriff had on 
occasions asked him to escort Mrs. 
Willis home or bring her back to the 
office.

10-Year Halt in Activities Is 
Urged Before British 
Association. 


SPIRITUALISM IS ISSUE 


Leeds, England, Sept. 5 (A.P.).—A 
controversy over the question of wheth- 
er science should take a ten-year holi-. 
day to permit people to catch up with» 
its discoveries has cropped up in the. 
meeting of the British Association for: 
the Advancement of Science. 

The controversy has church repre- 
sentatives on one side and -scientists- 
on the other 

The Rev. Edward Arthur Burroughs, 
bishop of Ripon, suggested in a sermon 


yesterday that there should be a ten- 
year scientific holiday during which 
every laboratory should be closed in. 
order that the world could assimilate 
evolutionary knowledge which, he said, 
glutted ‘the world. 

Prof. Sir Arthur Keith, president of 
the association, today said, “Under evo- 
lution lies great truths that nothing, 
can cause to stand still. Even religion. 
can not stop it. It has always to be 
adapted. The law of adaptatior is unt- 
versal, and we are in a world of rela- 
tivity. This ten-year truce is impos- 
sible.” 

Spiritualism was the subject of a 
serious scientific discussion at the ses- 
sion of the association today. Dr. T. 
W. Mitchell, past president of the 
psychical research society, delivered & 
cautious address in the psychology sec- 
tion on the subject, “Tne Phenomena, 
of the Spiritualistic Trance.” ~ 

He observed that the evidencg for 
telepathy was strong, but the evigence 
for clairvoyance was weak. He ad-. 
mitted that “‘we might have to revise 
our notions of what being dead ‘m-. 
plies; we might have to conceive of the 
mind of a dead person in some form 
that permitted it to be still available 
as a source of knowledge.” 

Sir Oliver Lodge, who followed, said 
he regarded this as an historic occasion. 
He asserted that never since 1876 had 
the subject of psychical research been 
brought officially before he British 
association.

| President and Mrs. Coolidge will find 
|a practically new home when they re- 
turn to Washington next week from 
their vacation in the Black Hills. 
Although nearly seven score years old, 
six months of reconstruction, redecorat- 
ing, cleaning and painting have trans- 
formed the historic dwelling on Penn- 
sylvania avenue from a structure de- 
clared unsafe into an “Executive Man- 
sion”’ in every sense of the word. 


Besides a new slate roof supported 
by steel beams and hollow tile arches, 
an entirely new third floor of eighteen 
rooms has supplanted an old garret 
space, formerly used for servants quar- 
ters. Some of these additional rooms 
still are to be utilized for servants, 
while others will be used for storage 
purposes and for guest rooms in emerg- 
encies. 

A new ceiling has been built on the 
walls of the second floor, taking the 
place of one that used to suspend from 
trusses of the roof, and elevator serv- 
ice has been extended to the third 
floor. 

New damask linings have been 
spread over the walls of the Green 
and Red rooms on the first floor, 


while on the second some redecorating 
has been done. The President’s, of- 
fice has been cleaned and painted and 
the passageway leading from the third 
floor to the roof of the south portico 
tiled for use as a roof garden. 

The whole structure has been given 
one coat of white paint. While it was 
painted only last year, this coating was 
found necessary due to dirt created 
from the reconstruction job. 

Only the rough, unsightly timbers 
of a workmen’s scaffolding remain to 
be taken from around the portico be- 
fore the house is ready for occupancy. 
This will be done today, and every 
small detail will have been attended to 
by the time the President ahd . First 
Lady find themselves ready to transfer 
their personal belongings from their 
temporary residence in the old Patter- 
son mansion on Dupont Circle. 

Day and night police details still 
are being maintained outside the 
circle home, indicating that the Presi- 
dent will go there immediately upon 
reaching the city. 

While $350,000 was appropriated by 
Congress for White House repairs, only 
about $250,000 thus far has been ex- 
pended. Whatever amount remains 
unexpended will be turned back into 
the Treasury.

“There should be no doubt as to my 
own attitude. I am for President 
Coolidge, first, last and all the time, 
and I believe he will be renominated 
and reelected. I do not wish my name 
to be used in any contingency. I am 
too old to run for President, and I 
would neither seek nor accept the 
nomination.” 

Mr. Hughes appears to be in posses- 
sion of perfect health. He said that 
after two or three days at his desk 
clearing up the more important legal 
matters pending, he expects to be out 
of the city.

The rigorous terms 
imposed upon Germany were accompanied by 
assurances that Germany’s neighbors would 
disarm in due time, so that no great army or 
navy would be needed by that nation. But 
eight years after the signing of the Treaty ot 
Versailles finds France and Poland heavily 
armed and capable of applying irresistible 
pressure upon Germany. The British fleet is 


stronger than ever, while Germany’s sea power 


remains negligible. 

Thus Germany is in a good position to de- 
mand of all the nations belonging to the league 
that they shall proceed in good faith to formnu- 
late a plan for reduction of war forces. The 
alternative is to revise the Treaty of Versailles 
and permit Germany to provide national de- 
fense armament. If the Locarno spirit is to he 
worth anything at all it must be applied to 
both sides impartially. France can not expect 
Germany to observe the Locarno spirit while 
France itself trusts in arms and armed allies 
having a latent quarrel with Germany. 

Reduction of armaments and the Locarno 
treaties go hand in hand. One is useless with- 
out the other; but both, if based upon good 
faith, could preserve the peace in Europe. The 
world will listen with great interest to the dts-

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A NEW MOTOR TIRE.

Aiter fourteen years of 
experimentation Kuno Schragin, 
claims to have perfected a 
pneumatic automobile tire, which has 
added virtue of never needing pumping up even 
when it is originally installed. Mr. Schragin 
now is in this country 
the patent. 

The tire is based upon the simple idea of 
suction and is made of solid rubber formed over 
metal, which is taken from the tire after it is 
vulcanized. Within the tires are a series of 
pockets connected with small openings, so that 
air may circulate when it is in motion. The 
weight of the car forces part of the air out 
of the side of the tire on the ground and as 
the evacuated portion moves toward the top 
mvuie aix is drawn into the chambers by suction 
through cir: nings in the rim. 

Advance in tire construction has paralleled 
at in the automobile industry itself. 
lt was not many years ago that the motorist 
to accept a tire life of 2,500 miles 
narkable Every automobile carried 
somewhere in jts inner recesses a complete tire 
repair kit and rare, indeed, was the journey in 
which it was not brought into action at least 
once. Gradually, however, greater life has 
been built into tires, until today 25,000 miles 
is not exceptional. No longer is it necessary 
for the motorist to carry a repair outfit; 
punctures and blowouts have become the ex- 
ceptional rather than the expected. 

Yet there is nothing more provoking than a 
flat tire when it does occur, and there would 
be a genuine demand for a puncture-proof 
casing provided its use did not sacrifice riding 
comfort or steering ease. Whether or not the

WAYNE B. WHEELER. 


The last days of Wayne B. Wheeler were 
full of horror and tragedy. He was subjected 
to more than man can bear. His wife was 
burned to death almost before his eyes, and her 
aged father, helpless with heart disease, fell 


dead upon beholding his daughter enveloped in 


flames. Mr. Wheeler himself was dangerously 
ill, and doubtless the agony of his household 
tragedy hastened his death. The sympathy of 


| the entire country went out to him. 


Wayne B. Wheeler was the directing mind 
of the Antisaloon League, and by the exercise 
of marvelous political skill he created out of 
it a machine which consolidated the temper- 
ance forces of the country and forced through 
the eighteenth amendment. The advocates cf 
prohibition were many and strong in this coun- 
try before Wayne B. Wheeler’s time, but it 
can not be doubted that he gave the prohibition 
movement its resistless power. 

Politicians «matched wits with him and 
found him a master at their own game. His 
organizing ability was astonishing. 
forces together which would have clashed 
under the direction of others. He vested and 
used these forces with which to sweep aside 
interests, wipe out a great source of national 
revenue, break down prejudices against Fed- 
eral usurpation: of States’ rights, and write 
into the Constitution the abolition of the 
liquor traffic. No other private citizen of the 
United States has left such an impress 
upon national history. However widely opin- 
ions may differ as to the wisdom or unwisdom 
of the eighteenth amendment, there is no di- 
vision of opinion as to Wayne B. Wheeler’s 
dominating influence in securing its ratifi- 
cation. 

Mr. Wheeler was powerful, also, in pro- 
moting enforcement of the Volstead act, which 
was largely his creation. Prohibition as it is 
being tested in this country loses its strongest 
agency in the death of Mr. Wheeler. No other 
leader of the prohibition cause is in sight; 
and it would be almost a miracle if another 
should appear with the same abilities. 


THE CITIZEN’S FIRST DUTY. 


[In 1896, according to the National Associa- | 


tion of Manufacturers, 
eligible voters in the country went to the 
polls and voted. In 1900 the performance 
shaded off to 73 per cent; in 1908 it went 
down to 66 per cent; in 1912 it had decreased 
to 62 per cent, and in 1920 it dropped down 
to a point where only 49 per cent of the elixi- 
ble voters went to the polls. In 1924, sensing 
how serious the tendency was becoming, the 
association undertook a “Get Out the Vote 
Campaign,’’ with the result that instead of a 
President having been elected by @ majority 
of the minority of the eligible voters as in 
1920, he was elected by a twajority of the ma- 
jority. This year the campaign will be. re- 
peated, and with some 60,000,000 eligible 
voters in the country, it ‘is hoped that 
36,000,000, or 60 per cent, can be influenced

' to vote. 


A pamp‘ilet from the pen of Simon Michelet, 
Washinzton attorney, characterizes voting as 
a civic duty. He takes issue with those who 
helieve that voting is a right or a privilege to 
be indulged in only if the fancy so dictates. 
The right to vote is a constitutional grant by 
the people in their sovereign capacity to them- 
selves in their status as citizens. The right 
to vote is empty unless and until the duty to 
vote is duly performed. Refusal to vote in a 
republic is in effect an abrogation of govern- 
mént, and the citizen who by his own sin of 
omission denies himself the ballot, makes his 
own sovereign rights null and void. 

It is a pity that in the United States, stand- 
ing at the forefront of other nations because 
of its superior plan of government, it should 
be necessary to argue citizens into exercising 
that privilege, right and duty for which their 
forefathers fought and which has made politi- 
cal and economic progress possible. There is 
no guarantee of a continuance of good govern- 
ment unless all those eligible to vote exercise 


their duty. . 


EUROPHE’S COMMERCIAL COMEBACK. 


It is doubtful if there is in the United Statss 
today a man better qualified to analyze com- 
mercial conditions throughout the world than 
Dr. Julius Klein, director of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce of the Com- 
merce Department. Dr. Klein has just re- 
turned from an extensive survey of the busi- 
ness conditions of Europe and has published 
the result of his observations. 


“An encouraging spirit of determination is 
spreading in industrial and commercial circles, 
which previously had been laboring under a 
cloud of despair,’”’ is the conclusion reached by 
Dr. Klein. “It is fully realized,’’ he adds, “‘that 
the pursuit of the ‘phantom of prewar nor- 
malcy’ is not only inexpedient but futile, that a 
new economic world has come into being since 
1918, and the task involves not restoration 
of antiquated conditions but adjustment to a 
new and vastly improved. business environ- 
ment.’’ , 

Two large business gatherings and confer- 
ences held in Geneva and Stockholm during 
the summer demonstrated that there is health- 
ful reaction to sevéral continental trade agree- 
ments and tariff schedules now in process of 
formation. That such agreements are a prime 
necessity is indicated in the fact that out of 


, 180 European trade treaties drawn up since 


1920 no fewer than 153 were valid for only 


one year or less, which reduced international 


business ‘“‘almost to a nomad, living in tents, 


subject to eviction on a few weeks’ or even a . 


few hours’ notice. This situation has led to 
a determination to substitute at least frame 
dwellings, so to speak, for the tents; the ten- 
dency of late has been toward longer-termed 
agreements so that business might have as- 
surance of something more than one night 
stands.”’ 

In transportation facilities Dr. Kiein touna 
everywhere notable improvements in air, rail 
and ocean traffic. Germany has increased her 
ocean tonnage to a point where, while not up

There has been a widespread expansion of 
air traffic, not simply on the continent, but in 
definite plans for service from European capi- 
tals to the trade centers of Africa and the Far 
East, and even for combination air, rail and 
ship facilities to South America.

The attempt of the nations engaged in the | 


great war to solve the problem of unemploy- 
ment through the development and settlement 
of ‘‘new’’ lands has, in the opinion of Dr. Klein, 
already reacted upon American trade in the 
stimulation of buying power in the new lands, 
many of which demand just the type of ma- 
chinery for farming, road-building, mining and 
similar industries that was used in the develop- 
ment of this country. However, these new 
developments are naturally fostered by the 
“old countries” for their own advantage, and 
in many instances preferential tariffs and 
similar concessions serve to divert such trade 
to the countries that initiate the development 
of their own colonies. 

The general stabilization of the currencies 


of European countries is found to have had a 


decidedly beneficial effect upon the internal as 
well as the foreign commerce of those coun- 
Dr. Klein finds, as have other observers, 


have contributed conspicuously to the rehabil- 
itation of several countries. These expendi- 
tures exceed $500,000,000 this year, ‘In fact, 
in some countries—France, for example—the 
amount thus expended by our tourists for 
services is more than that paid by America for 
merchandise imports from those countries.”’ 
Another factor in this rehabilitation is that 
the profits on the tourist trade are far higher 
than those secured on the merchandise ex- 
ported. 

The control of many items of lucrative raw 
material, such as rubber, tin, nitrates, vege- 
table oils and other merchandise by European 
capital is another important factor in the re- 
building of the commerce of Europe. “British 
capital still owns a billion dollars worth of 
railroads in Argentina, a good portion of 
whose traffic is in wool, hides, quebracho and 
other merchandise which makes up the $83,- 
000,000 of annual imports of the United States 
from Argentina. And, if we select ten coun- 
tries in the Far East and in Latin America in 
which there are notable European investments 
it is found that the exports of those countries 
to the United States have increased 362 per 
cent since 1925, as against an increase of only 
83 per cent to all the other countries com- 
bined.’’ 

In concluding his very interesting report of 
conditions as he found them Dr. Klein says: 


It is gratifying to note in European 
business circles practically complete ab- 
sence of any bitterness or hostility toward 
the United States. There is, in fact, on 
the contrary, a steadily increasing appre- 
ciation of the need for mutual transat- 
lantic good will for the facilitation of capi- 
tal advances and the steady increase of 
merchandise movements, which have been 
growing regularly in both directions. ‘she 
value of American loans has been all too 
keenly appreciated to permit of any seri- 
ous interference through impulsive, super- 
ficial hostility. Since 1924 over $800,- 
000,000 has been advanced to Germany, 
which has beey responsible for at least 
a substantial portion of the industrial and 
commercial recovery of that country, with 
consequent helpful reactions to its neigh- 
bors. 


THE FO'C’SL AND THE BRIDGE. 


With one scratch of a pen the Comptroller 
General of the United States, from whose de- 
cisions there is no appeal on this side of the 
River Styx, has wiped out the line of de- 
marcation between the quarter deck and the 
fo’c’sl. The only thing lacking now to cre- 
ate a complete democracy in the Navy of the 
United States is for that omnipotent official 
who audits the cash accounts of the Naticn 
to issue one more ukase, wherein he will 
hold that a bo’sun is on an -exact equality 
with the newly enlisted gob, just as he is of- 
ficially rated by the comptroller on an 
equality with the admiral of the fleet. 

When, in compliance with orders of the 
Navy Department, Admiral C. §S. Williams 
sailed for the Philippines to take command 
of the Asiatic Fleet, he took passage with Mrs, 
Williams in one of the ships of the Dollar 
Steamship Co. As he was sailing on official 
orders, the company did not insist upon the 
payment of the passage money before it as- 
signed to him the best suite on the liner. 
The accommodations furnished were com- 
mensurate with the rank of the officer, and, 
while the Comptroller General has not turned 
thumbs down on the transportation bill, he 
reads the Navy Department a lecture on the 
law, in which he cites commentators on the 
Constitution to the effect that ‘distinctions 
between citizens in regard to rank result in 
odious claims and privileges and silently sub- 
vert the spirit of independence and personal 
dignity which are so often proclaimed to be the 
best security of a republican government.” 

The decision invalidates the regulations of 
the Navy Department, which authorized a dis- 
tinction in accommodations to be provided for 
officers of higher rank in the navy in travel 
by sea in proceeding to and from their sta- 
tions. The fact that it also reverses a de- 
cision of a former comptroller of the Treas- 
ury in approving such distinction and_ inci- 
dentally challenges the opinion of a former 
Attorney General makes no difference what- 
ever. Hereafter if any admiral of the navy 
thinks he is entitled to more and better at- 
tentions than Jack is allowed he will have to 


_ guess. again, or pay the difference out of his 


own pocket. 

After his 2,500 to 3,000 word nomily. the 
Comptroller General shows that he is not so 
very hardboiled after all, for he twists the law 
a little himself, and concludes with this sig- 
nificant paragraph:

Now, it can be conceived that under 
the present dictatorship in Italy, with 
Mussolini in absolute power, he could 
govern the acts of Italians when com- 
mitted in Italy, in a manner to suit 
himself and his crowd. But extending 
the dictatorship to Italians abroad, who 
may have become American citizens, or, 
in fact, to citizens of other countries, 
seems to be a supreme bit of imperial 
impertinence. Frankly, we do not know 
whether to laugh or become indignant. 

How will the American public view 
this new piece of legislation when it 
stops for a moment to think of the ef- 
fect it will have upon newspapers, busi- 
ness men and public opinion in gen- 
eral? What will the “Duce” say when 
he*sees that American public opinion 


is becoming cold towards the Fascist | 


dictatorship in Italy? 

Recent dispatches from Rome point 
out that Count Ignazio Thaon di Revel, 
head of the Fascisti League of North 
America, has been having interviews 
with Mussolini and his aides in Rome, 
and that among subjects discussed are 
not only the spreading of Fascist 
propaganda among Italians in America, 
but also the enlightenment of Ameri- 
cans as to the aims and aspirations of 
the Fascist regime. 

This means that when Count Thaon 
di Revel returns to America, if the im- 
migration authorities permit him to 
enter, Fascist propaganda in this coun- 
try will be intensified to a very marked 
extent. In other words, while we are 
to permit the Fascist dictatorship to 
thrust Fascist ideas down our throats, 
the moment we objéct to or criticize 
what is going on in Italy, we will be 
subject to Italian laws and may. find 
that an Italian tribunal has tried us 
and condemned us to confiscation or 
deportation or something more serious. 

It has been said before that Fascism, 
rather than the symbol of discipline, 
has become the symbol of disorder and 
bolshevism. I will add to this by say- 
ing that this last imperial act of Mus- 
solinit makes it appear that Fascism 
has become the symbol of insanity. 

It is suggested that the Department

Suggested Motor Insurance. 

To.the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
only real objection so far.raised against 
compulsory -cmobile insurance is 
that it will promote reckless driving. 
This seems not to be a good objection 
because it presupposes the suspension 
of the law of self-preservation. How- 
ever, if it be really considered a serious 
objection, there would seem to be no 
reason ‘why it can not be taken care of 
in the kind of insurance policy that the 
law will require. There seems to be no 
reason why a special insurance policy 
can not be worked up. 

Why not require the insurance com- 
pany to file with the insurance com- 
missioner a statement under oath de- 
tailing the facts involved in every pol- 
icy it pays? This would give to the 
police authorities all the information 
they would need in order to determine 
whether or not the delinquent driver 
should be prosecuted. It would make 
the insurance people vital agents in 
protection against reckless drivers; and 
reckless drivers, knowing that the in- 
surance agents would be required to 
make these sworn statements, would 
be induced to travel with more care. 
Secondly, there would also appear to 
be no reason why the law should not 
require that all such policies, in view 
of the fact that they are for the pro- 


tection of the public and not for the 
-nsured, sheuld embody a clause to the 


effect that the insurance company 
shall have a right of action against the 


delinquent driver for whatever damages | 


were caused by carelessness or reckless- 


ness on the part of the delinquent. Of | 
course, the insurance company would | 
find it difficult in many cases to col- | 


lect the HNquidated Camages, but, never- 


theless, it would certainly have a strong | 


deterrent effect upon a large percentage 


of drivers if they realized that they | 


would have to account to a soulless 
corporation whose court judgments 
would run, in the District of Columbia, 
for twelve years.

T anew is a question waiting for 
answer today—one concerning pro- 
portions. I have based our recipes 
almost without exception on a family of 
four persons, Mrs. H., and any departure 
from this general rule will be heralded 
by loud acclaim. If we publish a recipe 
that will serve 40 persons, I shall advise 
our friends of the exception. This holds 
true, of course, only in matters of the 
more usual recipes, as luncheon dishes, 


salads, cakes, pies, puddings and their 
kin. Preserving recipes are a thing 
apart and do not come under the head- 
ing of four-person recipes, for they 
would hardly be worth the effort at- 
tached to their construction if they did. 

Thank you for your splendid commu- 
nication, Mrs. Johns. As for your sup- 
per party, I should say that we are “per- 
mitted” to serve a buffet supper to any 
number of persons, whether 4 or 40, 
although it is more usual that a num- 
ber which may not be served com- 
fortably at the dining table be taken 
care of in this manner. There are a 
number of attractive ways in which to 
serve such a supper. One is by placing 
the different foods on the dining table 
and having thé plates filled there. This 
calls for assistance from at ‘least one 
and possibly more, of the guests, as 
some one must sit at the end, or ends, 
of the table, and serve the plates as 
they are brought to them. 

Another method employed at a buffet 
supper is to arrange the plates in the 
kitchen and have then taken directly to 
the guests seated about the living and 
dining rooms. Coffee, which is usually 


served with the supper course at a party 


of this sort, is sometimes quite a bur- 
den, for one can not possibly juggle a 
coffee cup in one hand and a plate in 
the other and hope to manipulate a 
knife and fork successfully. Omit the 
saucer and place the cup on the side 
of the plate, if there are no tables 
placed about the room at which the 
guests may sit and rest their plates. 

But, really, for only four or even six 
guests, I should suggest the use of the 
dining table. The cold supper for 
which you have requested suggestions 
may be appropriately served at the table 
with, as a matter « fact, far more 
charm than in buffet fashion. It takes 
many guests to make of a buffet sup- 
per a really satisfactory affair. 

Here is a menu for such a supper 
party. And I suggest that even those 
who expect no guests may also make 
use of the ham, either a half or whole 
one, for during the remainder of the 


week it may serve as a base for many 
delicious, unusual dishes. And, too, 
if we prepare a ham for tonight (and 
it may be made ready in time) we 
Shall have less marketing to do these 
coming few days. The recipe that I 
have for you is an especially good one, 
and a bit “different.” 


A SUPPER MENU 
Oysters a la Poulette 
Cold Sliced Ham 
Hot Biscuit 
Cottage Cheese 
Small Tomatoes Stuffed with

Then strain off the liquor and keep the 
Oysters hot. Melt two tablespoonfuls 
of butter and cook ‘1 it three table- 
spoonfuls of flour mixed with sal and 
pepper. When well blended add gradu- 
ally a cup of the oyster liquor and stir 
until boiling. Beat the yolks of two 
eggs slightly and add a half cup of 
cream. Stir this into the sauce and 
continue stirring until well blended. 
Let cook without boiling for a few mo- 
ments, add the oysters, a teaspoonful 
of lemon juice and serve in patty shells 
or on saltines. 


Ham Baked With Pineapple. 


Wash ham well and gently boil three- 
quarters of an hour for each pound 
weight. (If the ham is very dry look- 
ing it must first be soaked.) Add bay- 
leaf, a few peppercorns, celery and an 
Onion to the water in which the ham 
is cooking. When done remove ham to 
baking dish, clear a *.y the skin, and 
cover the top of the ham with slices of 
canned pineapple cut in half across, 
leaving them half as thick as usual. 
Secure these pieces in place with tooth- 
picks. Stick exposed spots of ham with 
cloves, sprinkle with brown sugar and 
cinnamon, place in the pan the pine- 
apple juice and half its amount of 
maple sugar, maple sirup or brown 
Sugar. Baste frequently while baking 
that the sirup n.ay candy the slices of 
pineapple. If to be served cold allow 
the toothpicks to sta” in the ham until 
thoroughly cold that the candied ma- 
terial may hold the pineapple in place. 
The flavor is delicious.
